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STATE OF SQUTH AUSTRALIA. 
WHEAT PRODUCTIVITY CLASSIFICATION, 1930-31. 


With a view to ascertaining the extent of acreage producing 
very high and very low average returns of wheat per acre, all wheat farms 
have been classified according to their productivity per acre. The 
accompanying return sets forth comparative details for the three seasons 


1926-27, 1929-30 and 1930-31. 


The totel yields and averages per acre for the State for these 
seasons and the rainfall Agricultural Areas (April-Nov. ) were respectively 
S5,22705/11 bushels, av. 12.84 bushels, rainfall 13.40 inches; 23,345,093 
bushels, av. 6.40 bushels, rainfall 9.57 inches; "34,871,526 bushels, 
av. 8.34 bushels, rainfall 11.31 inches. 


For the three seasons respectively 2,896, 1,688 and 1,733 farmers 
reaped 18 bushels and upwards per acreproducing 34.24%, 27.39% and 18.52% 
of the total wheat crop from 20.14%, 7.65% and 7.22% of the total area 
sown. The effect of the drier seasons of 1929-30 and 1930-31 is seen in 
the lower figures for high yields. 


| Last season very few farmers outside of the Central and Lower 
North Divisions reaped more than 18 bushels per acre. Over 50% of the 

farmers in the State harvested less than 9 bushels per acre, there even 
being over 1,100 such in each of the good Central and Lower North Divisions. 
The facts indicate the possibility in normal seasons of obtaining from 
a greater number of farmers increased average returns per acre from the 
already settled wheat areas with a consequent substantial increase in the 
aggregate for the State. The following are the details in Divisions :-
